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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-14, 16-29, 
and 31-34 are allowed over the prior arts because they fail to teach or suggest a VCSEL 
operating at a reduced temperature comprising a first and second reflecting surfaces; an active 
layer; a first and second thermally conductive InP heat spreading layers; an at least one 
metal contact adjacent to the first thermally conductive InP heat spreading layer for 
permitting current to be injected through the at least one InP heat spreading layer, the 
current bypassing the first reflecting surface; and first and second heat spreading layers 
allowing heat generated in the VCSEL to bypass the first and second reflecting surfaces 
due to the higher thermal conductivity of the first and second heat spreading layers relative 
to the first and second reflecting surfaces, thereby reducing the temperature of the VCSEL.
